Clearly in MPEG 2 controlling average bit rates (for GOP) are well-Known (col. 1 , lines 
46 - 48). Moreover, Katata '644 controls quantization step size based on bit allocation, 
or more precisely remaining bits left in the buffer R (col. 3, lines 10 - 35)toased on the 
GOP bit budget (col. 4, lines 60 - 65). In other words, the GOP average bit rate is 
accounted for in the allocation of number of bits for each GOP and quantization step 
size for each picture type and is substantially the same for each GOP as it begins.
